Mrs. V. H. Lindsey, Comanche 
pioneer and 
wealthy lady who 
died last week, left her homestead 
to Comanche for a CUy Hospital 
according to her sister, Mrs. Mary 
Allison, who said th at wax the 
request made by Mrs 
Lindsey 
shortly before her death. 
The homestead consists of elev­ 
en acres of land, a big two story 
rock house, considered the fin­ 
est in Comanche, when it wav 
erected forty-eight years ago. and 
a small cottage. The homestead 
is located 
in 
East 
Comanche 
about two blocks north and four 
east of the square. Mrs. Allison 
Administratrix of the Lindsey es­ 
tate says th at she was ready to 
deed the property to the City, 
provided the City would accept 
it for a hospital with the provi­ 
sion th at the property should re­ 
vert back to the estate should a 
hospital not 
be established on 
the land. 
Dr A. J Oray. veteran physi­ 
cian of Comanche, who for many 
years has taken the lead in trying 
to get a hospital established in 
Comanche together with Hilton 
Burks. Secretary of the Coman­ 
che Chamber of Commerce, went 
before the City Council Monday 
night and explained the gift. The 
City accepted the gift and coun- 
ctlmen said they would put the 
issue before the voters of Cotnar- 
che for approval. Some bonds will 
have to be voted to put the build­
